WASHINGTON 1A P 1 - In a 
move to put more money into 
circulation for the hard-hit hous­ 
ing industry, two federal agen­ 
cies have cleared the way for 
substantial 
increases 
in

maximum interest rates banks 
can pay on savings deposits. 
In addition to helping the 
housing industry, Tuesday's ac­ 
tion by the Federal Reserve 
Hoard and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation was de­ 
signed to bring commercial and 


mutual savings banks into keen­ 
er competition for the investor’s 
dollar. 


The announcement was made 
after a week of almost daily 
meetings between the Fed, the 
FDIC and the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, which is ex­ 
pected to authorize higher rates 
for savings and loan associa­ 
tions as well.

“ I am endorsing no one. but 1 
assume Jess Unruh has a good 
chance to be the Democratic 
nominee. I think I have a good 
chance to be nominated lor lieu- 
1 tenant governor,” he said.

\YASHL\’GTOX (A P) - The 
White House, facing still Repub­ 
lican 
resitance 
to 
President 
Nixon's threatened veto of an 
cducatoin money bill, is begin­ 
ning to talk comp 'omim.se. 
Asurances have been given 
to key GOP members that if 
Congress upholds a Nixon veto 
of the appropriation because it 
goes $1.2 billion over his budget, 
he will accept a leser increase 
in a new bill. 
The case for compromise was 
strengthened Tuesday when the 
Senate voted. 74-17. in favor of 
the $19.7 billion appropriations 
hill tor the departments of La­ 
bor and Health. Education and 
Welfare. The bill covers the cur­ 
rent fiscal vear that started last 
July 1. 
Despite the clear v anting of a 
veto a \ igorous admimnistra- 
tion efforts to build support for 
it. 21 Republicans voted for the 
hill and only 17 against. The 
vote was 13 more than the two- 
thirds required to override a 
\ eto. 
A compromise is also being 
considered by supporters of the 
extra funds in case they fail to 
override Nixon's veto. 
At a Tuesday strategy session 
they decided they would come 
right back with a bill trimmed 
about

and

again. 
The certainty thai even if a 
veto is sustained the issue of 
spending for education will not 
lie settled was underscored dur­ 
ing debate Tuesday in both the 
House and Senate.

GIFTED IN HI SI NESS 
A gifted businessman. Hum­ 
phrey in 1953 gave up a reported 
annual 
income oi 
more than 


$300,000 to take the $22.500-a- 
year cabinet post. At the time 
he was chairman of the board of 
M. A. Hanna Co ol Cleveland, 
then a leading iron ore. coal and 
Great Lakes shipping firm. 
Humphrey was an economic 
conservative and a firm believ­ 
er in a balanced national budg­ 
et. In seeking to curb the expan­ 
sion of government spending, he 
succeeded in arranging that no 
decisions on proposals for gov­ 
ernmental 
monetary 
outlays 
should be final until the Treas­ 
ury had taken a look at them. 
He was displeased with Eisen­ 
hower's budget m 1957 and said 
it should be reduced lest it lead 
'to a setback in the national 
economy.

Cong Shell 
51 Allied 
Towns, Bases 


SAIGON (A P) - The Viet 
Cong made their heaviest rocket 
and 
mortar 
attacks 
on 
44 
months Tuesday night, shelling 
51 allied bases and towns, the 
U.S. Command reported today. 
The allied commands also re­ 
ported that their troops and U.S. 
aircraft kiiled at least 127 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong in a 
half dozen clashes along t h e 
Cambodian and Laotian borders. 
About two third- of the rocket 
and mortar-attacks were in the 
3rd Corps area from Saigon 100 
miles north to the Cambodian 
border. About 25 of the attacks 
caused casualties or damage. 
The U S. Command said two 
American soldiers were killed 
and 23 wounded in the shelling. 
Light damage was reported, in­ 
cluding shrapnel hits on some 
helicopters. Field reports said 
16 South 
Vietnamese soldiers 
and 15 civilians were wounded. 
American targets included the 
Army’s headquarters lor Viet­ 
nam at Long Binh and the Bien 
Hoa Air Base, both about 15 
miles northeast of Saigon: the 
headquarters of the U.S. 1st Air 
Cavalry Division 36 miles north 
of 
Saigon; 
and 
two 
brigade 
headquarters. 


Limit Put 
On Draft 
Lottery 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Selective Service System, trying 
to keep local boards fn step, is 
suggesting they stay within lot­ 
tery No. 60 in the February 
draft calls. 


For January, a ceiling was 
proposed at No. 30 m the lottery 
list. 


Official confirmation Tuesday 
of the February ceiling reversed 
an official's statement the day 
before there would be no limit 
for February- a position which 
would have allowed local boards 
to call numbers as high as nec­ 
essary to meet their quotas. 
It remains to be seen how well 
the guidelines will achieve uni­ 
formity; 
the results of Janu­ 
ary - effort are not yet known. 
CEILING TO CONTINUE 
But it appeared likely the ceil­ 
ing's will continue to be set, a 
White House source said, 
as 
long as there is the threat of 
great differences among local 
boards in the lottery numbers 
being called. 
Many low-numbered men now 
deferred or exempt are expect­ 
ed to lose that status and be­ 
come 
draftable 
later 
in 
the 
year. But if required to meet 
monthly quotas as in the past, 
local boards might have to dratt 
higher numbered men in the ab- 
sence of those temporarily out 
of reach. 
The White House, Selective 
Service, and the Pentagon thus 
decided 
in 
December to set 
yearly, instead of monthly quo­ 
tas and let local boards that are 
short of low-numbered men ear­ 
ly in the year catch up later as 
previously exempt persons be­ 
come available. 
ONE BIG FACTOR 
A White House source said at 
least one factor is the need to 
give pre-induction physical ex­ 
aminations to a new set of men 
in the transition to the lottery 
system 
that 
took 
effect 
last 
month. 
As a legacy of the oldest-first 
draft, local boards have a black­ 
leg of men who passed the phys­ 
ical but do not hold low lottery 
numbers. 
The boards now must process 
a revised pool of low-numbered 
men through the physical, and 
that will take some time. 
Once it is done, however, that 
particular lag should not reap­ 
pear. 
There remains the fact, how­ 
ever, that many low-numbered 
men will not lose deferments 
until later in the year—especial­ 
ly college students subject to re­ 
classification after June. 
Thus, guidelines might be ncc- 
essarv well into the vear. 
NUMBERS GAME 
Without them the possibility 
remains that men with high lot­ 
tery numbers could be drafted, 
in effect putting on uniforms 
that would have been issued to 
other men with lower numbers 
it only they would have turned 
up sooner. 
The White House sources said 
it was to avoid just such "unfair 
and inequitable" results that the 
monthly 
guideline 
idea 
was 
worked out. 
The ceilings for January and 
February were chosen, he said, 
by dividing the 366 lottery num- 
bers 
by 
12, 
the 
number 
ol 
months in the year, as an initial 
rule of thumb in the absence of 
practical experience with the 
new system. 
But he said this did not mean 
the same rule would be followed 
all vear.

op of Los Angeles, the Vatican 
announced today. 
Pope Paul VI accepted the re­ 
signation of tie* 83-year-old car­ 
dinal for reasons of age. The 
cardinal had served his arch­ 
diocese for eight years longer 
than the recommended retire­ 
ment age of 75 which had been 
fixed by Pope Paul VI 
Vatican sources said that au­ 
tomatically succeeding Cardinal 
McIntyre as archbishop of the 
archdiocese, one oi the largest 
in i he United States, would be 
Archbishop Timothy Manning, 
formerly bishop of Fresno. Cal­ 
if.. and now coadjutor bishop in 
Los Angeles with the right of 
succession. 
A 
young 
California 
priest 
studying 
in 
Rome 
described 
Archbishop Manning as "very 
capable and more moderate" 
than Cardinal McInty re. 
Among the outstanding issues 
m which Cardinal McIntyre in­ 
volved himself was a dispute 
over modernizing of nuns’ hab­ 
its. His battle with the Immacu­ 
late Heart Sisters of Los An­ 
geles raged for months and he 
finally lost when the Vatican ap­ 
proved 
new 
regulations. 
The 
Vatican's 
new 
guidelines 
al­ 
lowed sisters to raise hemlines, 
wear nylon stockings and higher 
heels and modifying their old 
heavy headdress. 
Although the cardinal had his 
critics, he was praised by Cath­ 
olics of many viewpoints for his 
consistent endeavors to raise 
the standard of Catholic educa­ 
tion in his archdiocese. 
The cardinal, a native of New 
York, will be 84 on June 25. 
In Los Angeles, the cardinal's 
aides said today lie could not be 
reached for comment. 
Cardinal McIntyre abandoned 
a lucrative career as a Wall 
Street broker for the priesthood 
He brought to the church great 
financial 
and 
administrative 
acumen. 
In Los Angeles he is renowned 
as a builder of scores of church­ 
es and schools during the area’s 
great post-World War II popula­ 
tion boom, when his flock more 
than doubled. 
Recent estimates list more 
than 1.5 million Catholics in the 
archdiocese. 
Born in Manhattan. June 25. 
1886. James Francis Aloysius 
McIntyre was one of the Roman 
Catholic Church’s authentic fi­ 
nancial wizards. 
Few priests came into the 
church better trained in high fi­ 
nance. 
It was in 1915. that the future 
cardinal 
took 
off 
his 
natty,

school. College of the City of 
New York and Columbia Uni­ 
versity—all via night school. 
"I always wanted to be a 
priest." was his simple explana­ 
tion for leaving Wall Street. He 
was 35 when ordained in 1921 
after attending Cathedral Col­ 
lege and St. Joseph’s Seminary 
in Dunwoodie. N.Y. 
His first two years were spent 
as an assistant at old St. Gabr­ 
iel'.-, church on East 37th Street, 
whose school his father attended 
in the 1860’s. 
fhe future cardinal’s financial 
ability was spotted early. In 
1923. he was named assistant 
chancellor of the huge arch­ 
diocese of New York—a tremen­ 
dous job for a priest only or­ 
dained 
two v ears. There he 
founded an archdiocesan bank 
that lent parishes money at 2 
per cent interest. 
For the next 25 years, he lived 
in the cardinal’s residence at 
452 Madison Avenue. He went to 
Los Angeles in 1948 as archbish­ 
op. 
When he wa> appointed cardi­ 
nal in 1953. McIntyre said: "The 
Holy Father is not honoring me 
—it is honoring the City of the 
Angels." 
Cardinal McIntyre was not a 
priest

the usual 
pastoral 
sense. Some ol his priests spoke 
of him irreverently as “ The 
Bookkeeper." Others, 
particu­ 
larly liberals, called him “ a 
brick and mortar priest." 
And lie did build a new parish 
church at the rate of one every 
66 days—and. amazingly, a new 
school every 26 days.

kind,

spoke with a lisp. Cardinal Mc­ 
Intyre was revered by clergy 
and laity alike until mid*1964 
But 
Catholics, 
caught 
up in 
Pope John's revolution, split on 
their cardinal that year.

sailed bitterly—even by some 
segments of the Catholic press 
■for his long silence on the ra­ 
cial question.

The corporation serves 30 cus­ 
tomers. and asked for the thive- 
told hike to meet almost $7.000 
in needed imporvements. aimed 
at increasing pressure and up­ 
grading the quality ot the water 
Hie interim increase approved 
by the PUC w ill produce addi- 
tonal annual revenues of $950 a 
year, according to the PUC. 


The PUC, while it left the 
door open to a subsequent appli­ 
cation for higher rates, conclud­ 
ed that there was no ' practica­ 
ble program for providing the 
assets necessary to improve the 
system.”

Reagan's new finance director 
acknowledges

California 
faces a serious fiscal situation, 
but says the administration can 
weather it without a tax in­ 
crease. 
"The governor is against new 
taxes." Verne Orr told newsmen 
following his first appearance 
before a legislative committee 
as finance chief Tuesday. 
O rr commented shortly after 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
said the state must either raise j 
taxes or cut longstanding pro­ 
gram s to balance next y ear’s 
budget. 
Orr said he thought Post was 
too pessimistic in forecasting a 
potential $167 million b u d g e t 
deficit in the 1970-71 fiscal year. 
The Republican governor’s bud­ 
get for that period will go to the 
legislature Feb. 3, O rr t o l d 
m em bers of the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee. 
‘ The state will be in a posi­ 
tion to pay its bills,” he added. 
Part of the problem stem s 
from high interest rates. T h e 
state hasn’t been able to sell its 
maximum five per cent bonds 
because investors can do much 
better elsewhere 
This puts a 
pinch on the budget. 
Meanwhile, Post said, income 
from various taxes isn’t keeping 
up with the increased need for 
funds to pay for legislature-man­ 
dated program s such as aid to 
public schools and welfare.

Citizens Committee Gives 
Schools Good Suggestions 


{ siially, w h e n a school board ap ­ 
points a citizen committee, it has one 
purpose in mind: building an organiza­ 
tion to support an increase in taxes or 
bonded indebtedness. 
A different kind of citizen com m it­ 
tee. however, handed its rep o rts last 
week to the San Rafael Board of E d u ­ 
cation. Set up last spring and divided 
into s e v e r a 1 sub-committees, it had 
been seeking answ ers not only to the 
schools' financial needs, but to their 
community needs as well. A n d as a 
corollary, it sought ways the schools 
can better serve the community. 
AS THE PUBLIC RELATIONS su b ­ 
committee. headed by How ard Coun­ 
cil. commented: “ Many of the people 
who have served on prior a d v i s o r \ 
groups have come away with the con­ 
cept it was a pro form a task. They 
don't like the idea of being the 
fall 
guys' who have gone through the mo­ 
tions " 
The San Rafael City Schools Citi­ 
zen Advisory Committee — though its 
mem bership w a s as unwieldy as .its 
nam e— made sure it would not be “ a 
bunch of fall guys." I) i \ i d e d into 
sub-committees, it p rese n ted a handful 
of reports, some ol w hich propose new 
and very interesting ideas. 
THE S I’ B - C O M M I T T E E on 
com m unity relations reco m m en d ed a 
San R a f a e l Education Auxiliary, to 
provide the schools with outside help 
and advice on what kind of training is 
needed, and participate in the class­ 
room on invitation to help schooling in 
m e m b e r s' varied specialties to im ­ 
prove “ the quality and intensity of ed­ 
ucation. 
It also proposed a career p rep a ra ­ 
tion center, with experts from various

This and the budget and finance 
subcom m ittee both suggested study of 
how to m ake g r e a t e r use of school 
buildings, including t h e year-around 
school as a possibility. 
THERE IS MUCH MEAT in the re­ 
ports filed by the citizen groups. We 
look fo rw ard to their receiving th o r­ 
ough consideration by the b oard of ed ­ 
ucation. 
The board has set for J u n e 2 elec­ 
tions on r e q u e s t s lor a 40-cent in­ 
crease m the g c n o r a l operating tax 
levy limit for the elem entary schools 
and a similar 30-cent increase for the 
high s c h o o 1 s. Moving prom ptly and 
openly to carry out some of the citizen 
com m ittee recom m endations could go 
far toward creating a supportive a t­ 
mosphere for such increases. 
It could help the schools in other 
wavs, too.

Your Jan. 14 editorial com­ 
menting on the shame of the 
cities with housing decay in 
the midst of a country of pros­ 
perity is certainly timely. Call­ 
ing attention to rent controls 
and inflation is certainly justi­ 
fied. 
However, 
one 
of 
the 
greatest causes of city decay 
recognized by 
many of 
our 
leading economists, as well as 
by George Romney. secretary 
of housing and urban develop­ 
ment and Dr Robert Hutchins, 
director of the Center for the 
Study ol Democratic Institu­ 
tion in Santa Barbara, is our 
combination of property taxes 
which penalizes those who im­ 
prove their property and en­ 


courages slum 
lords to let 
their properties run down even 
to the point of paying fines. 
A lightening of the tax bur­ 
den on personal property and 
improvements and a shift of 
the burden to a greater extent 
on land can prevent or help 
correct this situation. This has 
been shown in recent years in 
Southfield, Midi., which is a 
booming city adjacent to de­ 
caying 
Detroit, 
as 
well as 
places like Sydney, Australia 
San Francisco Sister City) 
which has no slums, and no 
fax on buildings and improve­ 
ments. Some experts like Dr. 
Hutchins or Dr. Irene Hick­ 
man m Sacramento likewise 
feel that all taxes should be 
shifted to the land resulting in 
better 
housing but cheaper

better employ­ 
ment in our most difficult core 
areas.

When the United Nations is 
criticized, as it frequently is. 1 
leel like saying: “ Don't knock 
it: it's all we've got." 
The U. N.'s power’ to keep 
the peace depends entirely on 
the will ot the member na­ 
tion-', since it is only a league 
of fully sovereign nations. 
Yet in its 24-year history the 
1 N. has dealt with more than 
70 cases involv ing peace and 
security. 
In 
Cyprus, 
in 
the 
Congo, along the Suez, and 
elsewhere, it has proved that 
it 
is capable of responding 
effectively to stop or contain 
local disputes which could lead 
to general war. Its specialized 
agencies (UNICEF, UNESCO, 
World H e a l t h Organization, 
etc.) have provided valuable 
services around the world. 
The fact remains, however, 
that it would be a very good 
thing to revise and strengthen 
the U N. into a limited, federal 
world government capable of 
settling disputes between the 
nations without violence, as 
our federal government oper­ 
ates among our states a n d 
with a w o r l d development 
agency 
to 
help 
the 
under- 
develted nations. The United 
States should take the lead in 
ting rid of the war system is 
the world's most p r e s s i n g 
task.

WASHINGTON - When we 
disclosed 
some 
months 
ago 
that President Nixon was most 
displeased with the negative 
performance ol the State De­ 
partment professionals the re­ 
actions at State were divided 
Either we were trying to un­ 
dermine morale or we were 
very 
ill-informed. 
Most pre­ 
ferred the latter. 
N ow 
a 
top-to-bottom 
re­ 
organization ot the State De­ 
partment is being undertaken 
publicly announced in detail 
by William Macomber, deputy 
undersecretary ol state for ad­ 
ministration. It is evident that 
the President’s views were not 
misunderstood 
nor misrepre­ 
sented that he was acutely dis­ 
satisfied with what he was get­ 
ting via the Foreign Service 
and that he was preparing to 
do something about it. 
IN ADDRESSING State De 
partment employees, S e c r e- 
t a r y Macomber did not put the 
need tor reorganization as vig- 
orously as the President has 
to his colleagues but undoubt­ 
edly his message got across. 
He said: “ The key fact is that 
a.s an institution, despite many 
brilliant performances 
along 
the way. we have not met the 
challenge 
of 
foreign-affairs 
leadership as successfully as 
we might have." 
But in case this mild com­ 
plaint did miss its mark, Ma­ 
comber added a warning: “ Ei­ 
ther we produce the improve 
ments necessary to meet this 
challenge or this will be clone 
for us." 
Ii will. President Nixon is 
more than dissatisfied. He is 
so dissatisfied that he wants 
action now. He wants a vastly 
more dynamic, creative, inno 
v alive Foreign Service to meet 
his needs as President. 
THE \BSENCE ot such s!i 
muius from the Foreign Serv­ 
ice became especially evident 
to Mr. Nixon before and dur­ 
ing his midsummer trip to 
Southeast Asia and Romania. 
He felt that what lie was get­ 
ting was unimaginative, nega­ 
tive. sterile and out of date 
The President did not object to 
having his v iews made known, 
lie hoped it would help stimu­ 
late reform. 
It did. It is clear that there 


is ferment within the depart­ 
ment in favor of self-reform 
One evidence 
is the recent 
Young Turk” victory in re­ 
taining the leadership of the 
American Foreign Service As­ 
sociation. 


But re-organization is only a 
modest beginning. It will be 
inadequate unless it brings a 
rebirth of creativ ity. Here Sec­ 
retary' Macomber was m o r e 
• blunt and more to the point. He 
said quite frankly that the de 
partment needed to get rid of 
the overly rigid, and to do this 
is lowering the retirement age 
from 65 to 60 and adding re­ 
tirement inducements. 


Here one could almost see 
President Nixon's own views 
coming through 
Macomber’s 
words. “ It can be argued.” 
Macomber pointed out signigi- 
cantly, 
“ that 
creativity can 
better come from those who do 
not already know too many 
reasons why too many things 
won t work. Suffice it to say to 
my younger colleagues: The 
sky's the limit. L ets see what 
you can do.” 


IT IS THIS lack of creativity 
and innovation which distress­ 
es Mr. Nixon. Fortunately he 
had a v iv id and painful experi­ 
ence 
in 
his 
first 
year. 
In 
connection with his trip to the 
Western Pacific and Romania, 
he felt he got little of value 
from the F o r e i g n Service, 
most of it dealing with what 
not to do and all of it overly 
cautious. The adv ice was no, 
no and no -- don't give the 
Guam briefing, don’t go lo 
Vietnam, don't visit Romania 
tor tear of offending the Rus­ 
sians. 


When some at State earnest­ 
ly assured us that vve must he 
wrong ah >ut the President's 
d e e p 
dissatisfaction 
we 
checked. We weren't wrong 
The President was waiting for 
the right time to act. 
Mr. Nixon has full confid­ 
ence in his top appointees at 
State 
Secretary 
William 
R o g e r s and Undersecretary 
Elliot Richardson. He believes 
and they believe that there is 
a strong demand for revitali­ 
zation lrom within, hut if that 
isn't enough something more 
is going to be done.

Well, a bit of p o w e r has just 
seeped. The shitt should be ful­ 
ly and carefully chronicled, to­ 
gether with the fact that a ma­ 
jority ol the House and Senate 
quickly acquiesced when pow­ 
er was in passage. 
This most recent power shift 
was occasioned by the Phila­ 
delphia Plan, a provision of 
federal construction contracts 
which 
is 
designed 
to 
push 
more blacks into the skilled 
building trades and their most­ 
ly white unions. 
THE MERITS and legality 
of the plan are to be tested, 
beginning next week, in a case 
brought by federal construc­ 
tion contractors in the federal 
district court in Philadelphia 
The comptroller general, an 
agent of Congress, the con­ 
gressional auditor, was bat­ 
tling with the attorney gener­ 
al. 
an agent 
of the White 
House, over whether a mode 
of spending had been validated 
by Congress. 
Amid the civil rights furor, 
and in the rush toward a hol­ 
iday 
adjournment. 
Congress 
sided not with its auditor, but 
with the attorney general. In 
doing so, before a court test. 
Congress gave away a bit of 
us much trumpeted and cher­ 
ished power-oi-the-purse. 
FOR 
NEARLY 
50 
years, 
since the enactment ol 
the 
Budget and Accounting Act of 
1921. the comptroller general 
has had authority to decide on 
the legality of federal expendi­ 
tures. The law makes his deci­ 
sions 
“ final 
and 
conclusive 
upon the executive branch of 
the gov eminent.” 
In the case ol the P h i l a d e l ­ 
phia Plan, the present comp- 
f r o 11 e r general. Elmer B. 
Staats. ruled it was racial dis 
crimination in reverse a quo­ 
ta system explicitly forbidden 
by Title VII of the Civ il Rights 
\et ol 1964. He said he would 
withhold contract payments on 


that basis. 
However, prodded by Secrc 
tary 
of Labor G e o r g e l1 
Shultz,

Philadelphia Plan. Atty

Rohnert Pork-Cotati Merger 


Subject For Talk-That's All 


The p r o p o s e d merger of 
R o h n e r t Park and Cutati 
seems as likely to come oft as 
the joining of San Francisco 
and Los Angeles 


While the communities share 
a common boundary line and 
problems, the marriage would 
not be based on love. 


Rohnert Park was incorpo­ 
rated in' August. 1962. and has 
since grown like Topyv into a 
sprawling city of 
5.700 resi­ 
dent.s. 


Cotati was incorporated less 
than a year later, but ha> stliii 
little new development and the 
1,.)00 residents seem content to 
keep 
the 
present 
boundar. 
lines and rural charm. 


THE ROHNERT PARK City 
council was the first to pro­ 
pose a merger study, but not 
all councilmen will be in lavor 
of the plan if il is recommend 
ed. 


Councilman Arthur R. Rob­ 
erts said he sees little benein 
for his city. “ Our buildings are 
newer — our lax rate lower 
our public facilities be; or 
o 
why talk merger?" 
Leading the talk are Council­ 
men Warren K. Hopkins and 
Vernon P. Smith. They claim 
the affiliation would be natural 
and would result in some sav­ 
ings by combining facilities 
The Cotati City Council 
Like most of the residents 


seem reluctant to consider the 
plan seriously. 
11 y study is 
made, Cotati plans to see that 
costs are borne by Rohnert 
Park, since it was Rohnert 
Park s idea. 


( H VN'GES DO NOT conn

Instead of 
talking 
merger, 
the 
council 
plans a new city hall. If a 
merger were in 
the oiling, 
those plans would have been 
dropped. 
Even a new city hall will not 
ho easy to arrange. With plans 
only vaguely in the mind of 
City Mgr. Gordon C. Howe, the 
chamber of commerce has al­ 
ready rejected the idea. The 
money could be better spent 
on street and sewer itnprov- 
ments. chamber d i r e c t o r s 
have said. 
Perhaps the merger decision 
will be most greatly affected 
m 
April when both councils 
have members up for election 
and Cotati residents consider a 
$100.000 bond issue to finance 
a sewer 
tie-in with Rohnert 
Park. 
The bond election will be of­ 
ficially set for April 14 at the 
council meeting on Feb. 5. 
II the bond issue is approved 
and a new city hall pushed 
through despite some opposi­ 
tion. Cotati will certainly begin 
to consider itself more as an 
individual entity and resist the 
advances of Rohnert Park.

Last Year's Fights To Be 
Renewed In Legislature

WHAT GOT the measure ve­ 
toed. however, was a provision 
toi removing control front the 
State Department of 
Educa­ 
tion by making the licensing 
boards answerable only to the 
State 
Board 
of Education 
which is not part oi the profes­ 
sion. And this is what AB 122 
does m its present skeletal 
iorm. 


The California Teachers As­ 
sociation plans to introduce a 
rival bill with its own version 
of how teacher l i c e n s i n g 
should be revised. This is not 
expected either to call for ex­ 
aminations or to take control 
away from the department ol 
education < which may have a 
bill of its own on the same 
subject, also i.

SECOND 
contro­ 
versial bill (ACA 131 is a re­ 
entry of a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment to pay the 
pupil, instead of the school 
district, from state funds.
